The proposed three days clianlaui|wu 
for the farmers throughout the state 
of Kentucky to be held in the various 
oountlea ot the stats during the oom- 
ing summer haa the hearty oo^)pera- 
tlon of local business men Identified 
with the Slate nankers' Association 
and the State nepartnient of Agricul- 
ture. The plans arc being handled 
through a Hjiccial (•oimiilllee of wlilcli 
Col. James Hpecd, of U)uisvillc, Is 
chairman. Mr. K. S. Calhoun, of the 
Bank ot Maysrille, who la also chair- 
man ot the State Banken' Aisocla- 
tlon's Executive committee, is very 
much interested Jn seeing the Chau- 
tauqua all over the state a bupco!(s. 
.Messrs. George Kirk, County Atrrnt. 
Carl Dodds, Secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce and all oounty offlolals 
are much InterMted. 

The toUowin^hrom the State Bank- 
ers' Journal gives some Idea ot the 
plan: 

A plan for rural (U'voldpniont In 
Kentucky through educational tent 
meetings In sixty counties and a survey 
ot rural lite conditions, was launched 
about the first of the year under the 
dlreotlon ot a committee ot the Board 
ot Trade ot Loolsrille. After this 
movement had been gotten under 
headway, the committee met the Louis- 
ville Clearing House .XsBociallon and 
asked that the Kentucky Bankers' As- 
sociation be asked to co-operate in the 
work. 

The Clearing House was so impress- 
ed with the undertaking that the Bxe- 
tive Committee of the Bankers' Asso- 
ciation was asked to meet iti Louisville 

to consider the proposition. 

The committee met at the Seelliac h 
the 23d of April, and after due consid- 
eration of the matter, deeided to co- 
operate with the Board of Trade in 
this campaign fbr the betterment of 
the State. At this meeting a commit- 
tee ot three was appointed to solicit 
funds from the bankers of the State, 
also to co-operate with the committee 
of the Doard of Trade which Is hand- 
ling the whole campaign. 

The committee appointed, was sf 
follows: 

Messrs. J. C. Cardwell, John W. 
Barr, Jr., and H. 0. Smith. 
That the bankers of the State may 

understand the strength of the move- 
ment, it Is merely necposary to give a 
list of the men who are serving on Ihi-^ 
State Development Commlltep. Tlie 
names follow: 

Messrs. Robert W. Bingham. Chair- 
man; Charles P. Huhlein, Vice-Chalr- 
man; John M. Atherton, A. T. Hert. 
John B. McFarran. ^ood Crady. E. W. 
Hines. H. D. Ormsby, P. M. Sacket, 
.Tames Speed. Foster Embry. I^ewis 
Humphrey and Charles Segner. 

The following extract from the 
Board of Trade Journal of April 19th. 
will give the busy reader an idea of 
how the campaign is to be carried 
out: 

"It will have the backing of many of 
the most Influential men in ths* city 
and .State and the co-operation of the 
I'niled States Department of Atricul- 
ture, the State Department of Agri- 
culture, the College of Agriculture, 
and its Bztension Department, the 
State Department ot Bdueallon, Roads 
and Health, Kentucky University and 
the State Normal School." 

'The actual educational work will 
he gotten under way early in .Inly and 
will conllniip through August and into 
September. It is planned to have a 
three days' tent meeting in each coun- 
ty. Tbeee tarmera' community meet- 
iiili will ke In pmtraaa ia three coun- 
s at the same time, and the pro- 
grams will be rotated In such a way 
that It will be poBsihle to use the same 
corps of instructors for all mcctingB. 
In this way It is expected to conduct 
meetings in sixty counties before the 
end of the summer. 
"ROlhiwing these schools the com- 
iHtee koyea aid agvoeta to have one 
of tke lietem Beesarch Bureaus to 
conduct an exhaustive survey of var- 
loiii counties in the State and then to 
make a report on each county which 
may he made the iNHlB 0( a 
of Improvement."

County and Now Asks For 
Big

William B. Freeman, through his at- 
torney, A. 0. Tumlpieed and J. Thom- 
as Hoflman, Saturday filed In the 
Adamg oounty common pleas court at 
West Union, Ohio, a $26,000 damage 
suit against the N. k W, Railroad tor 
personal injuries. 

In his petition, pUlntlft says that 
on October 18, 1918. he was a regular 
passenger on the road from Cincin- 
nati to Mineral Springs. He recites 
that at that time a severe epidemic of 
Spanish influenza was raging through- 
out tliat seclidii and lie alloges that in 
order to ward oft' any germs wliich 
might be floating about where crowds 
of people were congregated, he had 
drank alcoholic liquor and being seat- 
ed In a warm car he became intoxi- 
cated to such an extent that he was 
unable to take care of himself. 

He charges that tlic employes on 
the train were aware of liis helpless 
condition when the train reached Min- 
eral Spring ; that they helped him 
from bis seat to the platform of the 
car and down the car steps to the sta- 
tion platform, where they left him 
standing and holding to the handle of 
the car. That when the train started 
he was lira'" u under tlie wheels and 
his left leg crushed so that amputation 
was necessary, and that his right leg 
and foot were crushed to such an ex- 
tent that thev are useless. 

The plaintiff. In his petition, chnrces 
that the defendant company was In 
the fault and negligent in failing to 
put him In a place of safety before 
starting the train.

Sural joumalism wonld be an even greater force in the world 

than it is today if more of the editors and publishers of country 
newspapers had a clearer and better conception of their potential 
power. The fault with many is that they are content to follow in the 
fMtateps of others instead of being the leaden of local thought and 
action that they should bo. 

That the country newspaper with an able editor at the helm 
ill a force not to be denied, the politician and others with only self- 
ish motives in mind well know. What the rural editor is, or should 
be, and the position he ought to occupy in his community is well 
told by J. B. Parker, editor and publisher of the Times, Conway, 
Ark., in the following editorial from a recent issue of that excellent 
weekly: 

"While some metropoliticto newspapers poke fun at the coun- 
try editors, as .publishers of rural weekly iicw.spapcrs are termed, the 
'big city editors as a class are known to but very few of their readers 
and have little influence with the public. 

"True, their opinions will attract considerable attention, but it 
is merely a passing notice. 

"The rural editor, as a rule, is known personally to almost every 
citizen in the county. He is a neighbor and very often a dose friend 
of the people with whom he mingles every day, sharing, their joys, 
their sorrows, their disappointments, and their interests. 

"He is part of their very existence, and he is quite often their 
Only guide and philospher. Thoy know him and he knows them, and 
tlkere is a link between them is welded by eonfidenee. 

"The country editor is free from the deterring influences that 
permeate {he oflSce of the metropolitan publisher, who not infrcciuent- 
ly is linked with public and personal affairs and polities lliat warp 
his judgment and sometimes enslave him so coiupletely that he can- 
not voice anything save that which Will be best for the selfish in. 
terests in which lie lias become entangled. 

"The rural editor is in touch with the interests of his neighbors, 
and those interests are not merely local— they embrace the life of the 
nation and the makeup and coiiiluct of tlic frdvcrnnient. 

"Being removed from the entangling alliances that always de. 
velop in metropolitan centers, the rural publisher has a freer rangf? 
of thought and his action is iml raimiiclcd by influences and situa- 
tions that involve the metropolian editors. Therefore, his study 
and conviction is likely to be more patriotic, and his opinions carry 
greater weight fpith the people. 

"Too many country editois belittle their commanding position 
as publishers. They fail to gm-p the importance of their influence 
and are content to trail when tlicy should lead. 

"No better illustration of the power of the rural weekly news- 
paper can be found than is shown by the records in connection witli 
the successful conduct of the four Liberty bond oampaigns. 

"It was the great army of mral weekly newspaper editors that 
molded public opinion to the support of our government by the peo- 
ple and their patriotic .subscribing' to the loan drives. 

"During the tragic days of tbc war when .American soldiers wcri 
on the firing line, it was the rural newspapers that entered the homes 
of thousands of mailiies in cverx- county in Arkansas and ^ave them 
ihe first news of what their ]ioy< were doiiifr. The runi] newspa|)er 
goes into rural homes like a letter from a loved one, and it naturally 
grips the readers as nothing pise can do. 

"There is no gainsayinp tlic pawcr of the rural newspapers. Tlicy 
are feared by wrong-doers far more than they fear the county oflieial-s. 
who in turn have a wholesale respect for a foreefal rural newspaper, 
whose editor has an unlimited liebl in which to mold and direct the' 
minds of all thinking people ointerested in the uplift of their com- 
mimity."

WHAT IT MUST PAY FOB FOOD 

Peedinjr 'Bolshevism in Russia instead of fightinp; it is ciiiisintr 
worriment and wrath on the part of p^le in France, Great Britain 
and the United States who evidentily have not taken the tronble to 
inonn thcmsi-lves as to the terms OB which the proposed benevolence 
is to he extended. ' 

As plainly notified by Pi^aident Wilson and Premiers Lloyd 
(leorge, Clemeneeau and Orliiiido. T>r Xiinsen's neyitral commission 
is to have supplies or distribution in Russia until hostilities on the 
part 0 its Oovemmrat shall liave eeased and there has been a com- 
plete abandniinient nf ilu. transfer of troops and* nflitaiy OUkterial 
of all sorts to and within Kussian territory. 

It is tme that in all this the Assoeiated Western Powers do not 
deny to the Russia the ritrlit to choose their own form of govern- 
ment They do not object even to the Soviet form of Ovemment. But 
tiiey d insist that whatever form of g o vern m ent Bnssia may have, it 
mush discontinue hostilities airainst the liafions that are ready to de- 
liver it from famine and pestilence, and this necessarily involves a 
cessation of the slaughter and o p p i ess tou which Bolshevism has nsed 
to maintain its terrorisni lu home. 

Unless anarchy surrenders un these conditions*it will receive no 



Wasliington, D. C— Reports oo mori' 
than 6,S0O food and drug coses, In- 
olulUnc both orlmlnal proseoutlons 
and solsnrts terminated in the Feder- 
al courts, have been publlihed In the 
form of NotlccH of Judgnioni since ilie 
enactment of tlie Federal Food mid 
Drugs Act, according to a recent stale- 
ment of the olHoialB of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, in charge of the en- 
forcement of that law. This number 
represents only instances of flagrant 
misbranding or adulteration In whicli, 
in the opinion of tlie ofllc'ials. It was 
necessary to prosecute the party re- 
sponsible or seize tlie goods in order 
to check the practice. Thousands of 
otiier forms of minor misbranding, say 
the offlclalB, have been corrected by 
serving notices on the parties respon- 
sibie without recourse to foniial lecal 
action. The food Industries In many 
instances voluntarily have changed 
trade praoticea of long standing. 

The violations of the act on which 
the court actions were based cover 
nearly every food product from iili- 
mcntary paste to zwielmck. incliidiim 
soft sardines from Maine, as well as 
spoiled salmon from Washington: 
frosen oranges from California, as 
well as sweated grapefruit from l^orto 
Rico. Prosecutions on patent medi- 
cines range from so-called "sure 
cures' for tuhereulosis and influenza ti' 
candy cathartics and castor oil. In 
the beverage line, cider as well as 
champagne, grape Juice as well as gin. 
water as well as wine, have been call- 
ed to the bar — of the Federal courts— 
to show cause why they should not be 
poured into the sewer and thus dlvei t- 
cd from the alimentary cannl. 

Contamination Is one of the adulter- 
ation which covers a large number of 
violations, and is due principally to 
carelessness or laelt of knowledge of 
proper methods for iireparini;. lianil- 
ling, siiipplng. ami sloriiii; iierlsluiMe 
foods, as Is the case with milk haviui: 
a high bacterial count; spoiled flsh, 
rotten eggs, swelled canned goods, de- 
composed tomato pulp, and putrid 
meat. 

Tlie food specialists have done ex- 
tensive I'xncrliiK'miil work in dcvetoii- 
ing methods for preparing and hand- 
ling perishable foods, and In aiding 
manufacturers, shippers, and dealers 
to apply those methods in a practical 
way. The marked improvement in the 
methods of h.Tndllng perishalde foods 
during recent year-: lias lieen due. in 
the opinion nf the food oHleials. as 
nuK'li to the experimental and educa- 
tional work as to the regularity action 
under the FViod and Drugs Act. 

Subslitiitlni; a cheaper arlicic of 
food in wiiole or In part for a more 
expensive one is a favorite form of 
adulteration which is some instances 
relieves the poeketbeok without In- 
jury to health, aad leaves the pur- 
choser none the wiser. In many In- 
stances of this form of adiillerallon, 
however, the substituted imireilicnt 
has less f<iod values or iiiilrillve uiii- 
terial than the genuine article. Such 
forms of substitution include the ad- 
ditional of ground pepper shells to 
pepper; chicory to coifee; dnite ace- 
tic acid vinegar; distilled vinegar to 
cider or sugar vinegnr; glue to gela-^ 
tine; and artiriclal e\trat to vanilla 
flavor. The milk man Is not llie only 
visitor to the pump or hydrant, .\dded 
water or excessive moisture has been 
fooBd ta oysters, fmit Jalces, canned 
goods, vinegar, and grains, and even 
In dried apples as well as In other fiod 
products. 

The cases in which it was charged 
that Ingredients harmful to health had 
been deliberately added to foods are 
few in Bvmber. The fWeral Food and 
DmgB Aet speetlleany prohlUts the 
addKlDB at swh ingndtaats to food 
The use of hanaflil preser- 



vatlon of thsir product by adding sub- 
stances held to be hargtfttl to health 
Harmful IngredlSBU laiood as usual' 
ly acquired if iht dtvtlopmsnt of 
harmful baoUria from ooatamiBatioB 
or harmful Ingredlenth aeetdentttly 
acquired during the pniceHs of man 
nfacture, as, for InHlanccH. zinc, cop- 
per, and arsenic from utenHlix or ma 
terlals used In the manufacture of 
gelatine. 

The forms of misbranding range 

from a deliberate false statements os 

to Ihe nature of the produrl, as. for 
inslance, lubcling a low-grade, cheap 
coffee with the name of a higher and 
more expensive grade, such as Mocha 
or jftTa, to substlle designs and de- 
vices, as the placing on a can of cot- 
tonseed oil labeled merely "Salad Oil' 
the picture of an olive tre(> and ;i map 
of Italy, In order to convey the Inipres- 
Rion that the product is olive oil from 
Italy. 

Among other forms of misbranding 

of foods may he mentioned the label 
Ing of distilled vinegar as apple cider 
vinegar; tiie labeling of macaroni 
l)oing of foreign manufacture when It 
was made In the United States; the 
labeling of apples as New York apples 
when they were grown in othbr 
States: the labeling of synthetic 
methyl s.-jicylate as oil of birth; the 
misbranding of lake herring as white 
fish: the labeling of preserves as be- 
ing composed of loganberries and su- 
gar sirup, when the products, actual- 
ly contained approximately 25 per 
cent, of glucose; and the labellm,' of 
an artiflcial flavor as pure vanilla ex- 
tract. 

Foods lA package form are also mis- 
branded as to the quantity In the pack- 
ages. Shortdge in weight or measure 
as stated on the labels, or the absence 
of any statement regarding the (|uan- 
tlty of the contents, was the basis of a 
( barge for misbranding in several of 
the food cases. 

Misbranding In Its various forms is 
aimed usually to convey the impres- 
sion that the article is of a higher 
grade or more evpcnsivi' tlian it aeiu- 
ally is. .As a dishonest clothing mer- 
chant will sometimes brand — as all 
wool— cloth which is a mixture of wool 



and cotton, so the dls^nest food

F. Finney, chief eecretary of the Army 
and Navy Department of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew who has Just re- 
tunvd from a trip of hundreds of 
mUM through the camps on the other 
flidii. 'Us want to France on a special 
mMon to mingle with our soldiers 
OTW there with a view to determine 
whether thp Brotherhood of 8. An- 
drew would send more personal work- 
ers among them. 

"Jbis great love of the American 
■0}#Bn for Home and the homeland 
U one o( the aaay things which the 
nench admire In our men. Despite 
this longing for home, however, there 
is a wonderful spirit in the Army of 
Occupation. Even though they all 
want to come home 1 have had hun- 
dr^ of them" tell me that if by stay- 
ing oter there Just a little longer 
meant flnlihlng the Job right so they 
wqnld nmr hnT» to oome back, or 
that those who live after them would 
ntver have to come back, they are 
glad to stay to finish the job. On this 
same point there Is a unanimoua opin- 
ion throughout the the A. E. F. that 
the spirit of the Ideals for which they 
oame to France should be written in- 
to the peace treaty.'' 

"The American soldier has won his 
way to the hearts of the French people 
through his love for the French chil- 
dren," says Mr. Finney. "Wherever 
one goes In France he is sure to come 
aoron a crowd of admiring young- 
•tan around on American doughboy. 
And this is reflected In the French 
our nen apeak over there. They have 
learned a great many of their Vtench 
phrases from the children and theirs 
Is a child-Uke French." 

Traveling In civilian dress under a 
military pass issued by order of Gen- 
eral Pershing, Mr. Finney had the 
open seaame to any camp he wished 
vlalt And ^ 0' them he was 
the flrst ont and out Amerioan civilian 
thousands of the men had seen for 
months. He says It was a common oc- 
currence for him to call out "Hello 
there!" tq one of our men and have 
the answer come back "Uonjour Mon- 
aleur". But once they knew he was a 
real live American Just from the 
Stp|M.he had a crowd around him in 
slibrt order. 

It was at i^ne of these times, after a i 
special rainy day among rainy days I 
that he was literally coated with mud ' 
from head to foot. But this did not 
prevent a homesick Yank from com- | 



suit of clothes I ever saw In my life!" 

iiut Franoa la atlll very hecvy un- 
der the war cloud, Mr. Finney says. 
Everywhere he went he found it al- 
most Impossible to get accommoda- 
tions. So he bunked In with the boys 
and slept In railway stations, in burns, 
under Army truoks, any pla^e that af- 
forded shelter. On trains the travel- 
ing reiemblea very much the packing 
of sardines. The doors are opened 
and eoeryone crowds in.. Then the 
doors are shut and one Is fortunate If 
he can find a place to squeeze himself 
Into. Standing room is at a premium 
and the floor is nmially covereil. All 
the seats are Jammed with sleepers 
and thoae fortunate enough to find 
floor apace very promptly doze off. 
The tralna are usually anywhere up 
to tweleve hours late. 

"One Is Impressed," he says, "by the 
hugeness of the educational jirograms 
set up for the A. E. F. There are sev- 
eral thousand of our men attending 
the Sorbonne and the University of 
Paria. In BnglaQd there are hundreds 
at Oxford, Cambraldge, and the Uni- 
versities of London, EMInburgh and 
QIasgow. They arc attending art, 
technical and agricultural schools. Of 
course some peraonH are inclined to 
think these men would rather be com- 
ing .back home but tlie truth of the 
matter la that these are the men who 
form part of the emergency force that 
is being kept over there. Those who 
show an inclination to improve their 
education are given leave to go to 
these schools. At the same time they 
are einse at hand If their unite ahould 
need them. 

"In addition to the number of men 
granted leave to go to these various 
universities there Is tbe Army school 
at Buenne. This school is commonly 
known throughout the A. E. F. as the 
Khaki t'ollege. Here the instructors 
are the ablest men of the Army and 
welfare organizations and In addition 
a large number of specially qualified 
Jnstructors who were sent over from 
this country for that sole purpose 
The courses range from boginner-; 
preparatory schools to full eolletie 
grades with the widest possible range 
of technical, agricultural and arts 
courses."
